THE SUBMARINE 


Nations which have learned of the 


deatructiveness of the 
submarine 


boats in the European war must ar- 
rive at the conclusion that it is use- i 
less to build battleships costing mil- 
lions of dollars when a submarine, 
built at a cost of less than a million 
dollars, may destroy a dozen or more 
warships in a short time. Thus far 
Germany has demonstrated the use- 
fulness of the submarine by sinking 
a number of Great Britain's most 
powerful and expensive warships and 
sent a chilly dread of fear of greater 
damage coursing up and down the 
British lion's vertebrae. 


Tile submarine does its tiavejing 


under water. Its crew can thus creep 
close to an enemy's ships anad send a 
torpedo on its destructive way while 
those on board the doomed ship are 
entirely unaware of the presence of 
the foe's deadly weapon 
The men 


who manage a submarine are com- 
paratively safe from discovery, even 
while making long voyages, and bar- 
riag accidents may travel hundreds 
of miles to strike the enemy's ships.

THE SUBMARINE 


Nations which have learned of the 


deatructiveness of the 
submarine 


boats in the European war must ar- 
rive at the conclusion that it is use- i 
less to build battleships costing mil- 
lions of dollars when a submarine, 
built at a cost of less than a million 
dollars, may destroy a dozen or more 
warships in a short time. Thus far 
Germany has demonstrated the use- 
fulness of the submarine by sinking 
a number of Great Britain's most 
powerful and expensive warships and 
sent a chilly dread of fear of greater 
damage coursing up and down the 
British lion's vertebrae. 


Tile submarine does its tiavejing 


under water. Its crew can thus creep 
close to an enemy's ships anad send a 
torpedo on its destructive way while 
those on board the doomed ship are 
entirely unaware of the presence of 
the foe's deadly weapon 
The men 


who manage a submarine are com- 
paratively safe from discovery, even 
while making long voyages, and bar- 
riag accidents may travel hundreds 
of miles to strike the enemy's ships.
